A confidential aource, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on April 4, 1968 , that on 
that night, following the assassination of Martin Luther King, 
Jr., President of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference 
(SCLC^-Stanley Levison and Harry Wachtel and Stanley Levison 
and Harry^elafonte held several discussions on what they should 
do. "Ttfwas Initially agreed by Levison and Wachtel that they 
should go to Memphis that night so they could be of assistance 
there. Wachtel told Levispn that he haV^eer^-called by Bayard 
Rustin who in turn, had been called by Ji ^^awpon (SCLC 
representatlye_in.-Memphis, Tennesjsee) and said they were trying 
to get all kinds of civil rights leaders gjjwn there (Memphis) 
to keep things from breaking wide open./ 




During their discussions, Levison told Wachtel that 
he felt they should go to Memphis because he thought there 
would be a whole series of perplexing questions which the (SCLC) 
staff would be faced with and that he and Wachtel could make 
a contribution. Levison said he meant (questions such as) 
should they go on with "this march" (the’Memphis march scheduled 
for April o, 1968 ) and should they go on with "the Washington 
thing’’ (the Poor People's Campaign in Washington, D.C 
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Martin Luther King, Jr. 


Vachtel secured plane reservations for six persons 
to fly to Memphis the night of April 4, 1968. Wachtel felt that 
he and his wife, Stanley Levison, Clarence Jones, Harry Belafonte 
and possibly Bayard Rustin would make the trlp.fi Jr ^ 


Levison preferred not to have Rustin present at any 
meeting they might have (in Memphis) because he believed the 
rest of the (SCLC) staff would feel hostile. W 

Thereafter, Levison and Wachtel began to doubt the 
wisdom of going to Memphis that night since they could not 
hold any important discussions or make any important decisions. 
Wachtel noted/ that the most important thing they would try / 


noted/ 

to do isN^oirto have violence in King’s name. He indicated v 
that AndrewKyoung, Executive Vice President of the SCLC, has 
taken that approach. Levison stated this is not the kind of 
approach he would have taken, that he did not mean to tell 
them not to be calm or to urge them into violence, but that 
he feels the point they should be making is, what kind of 
system is it that produces such a thing (King's death) when 
he starts to fight for the lowly, like the garbage men. Levison 
said that in other words he thought "we've got to be angry”. 
Levison added that Andrew Toung was probably thinking that there 
are a great many Negroes who are going ^p^get hysterical and 
go out and get themselves shot down. 

Levison sik^s/equently t^lcfHarry Belafonte that he 
had talked with Jess^^ackson, an SCl ^C official , who told him 
not to come to Memphis. Levison and Belafonte agreed to fly 
to Atlanta at 11:30 AM on Friday, April 5 » 1968. Levison told 
Belafonte to make the reservations for the two of them and tp 
let Harry Wachtel and the others worry about themselves.^gp*j 

On April 5> 1968, the same source learned that 
Andrew Young contacted Stanley Levison on that date. They 
discussed King's successor and agreed that Ralph (Abernathy, 
an SCLC official) was the only logical choice. Young stated 
that they were going to call a press conference on the morning 
of April 5* 1968 , "To sort of straighten things out” and to 
announce the establishment of the Martin Luther King Fund to 
perpetuate his memory. Young noted tha£. Senator Robert Kennedy 
had put his plane at their disposal .(Sn ^ 
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Martin Luther King, Jr. 
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Martin lAither King, Jr. 



With respect to the Gandhi Society for 
Human Rights, It is to he noted that this 
organization is an adjunct of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC), of 
which Martin Luther King, Jr. is the president, 
and serves to raise funds for the SCLC. 



^n "The Saturday Evening Post", issue of 
July 11-18, 1964, page 76 , Bayard 
Rustin_J.s the subject of a feature ^ JL^ 
'article captioned: "The Lone Wolf of 
Civil Rights." In it, Rustin is said to 
have come to New York in 1938, as an organizer 
for the Young C ommunist League (YCL), 
and as such, he had the job of recruiting 
students for the "Party". Furthermore, 
the article reports that during his first 
years in New York, Rustin gave most of his 
earnings to the "Party." He reportedly 
left the "Party" in 1941, the article 
states. 


The YCL has been designated pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450.

Another confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information In the 
past, advised on February 19, 20, 1964, 
that Bayard Rustin contacted Benjamin 
J. Davis on thos& dates and sought his 
advice as to how he could escape from a 
speaking engagement to which he was 
committed. On the latter contact, 

Davis told Rustin that he was working 
on his request and had contacted friends 
who had contacts with the group to which 
Rustin was to speak. 

A confidential source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised 
on January 21, 1964, that as of that date, 
Benjamin J. Davis was National Secretary 
of the CP,USA. 


"The New York Times", August 24, 1964, 
page 27, column 4, reports that Benjamin 
J. Davis, National Secretary, CP, USA, 
died in Ney York City on the night of 
August 22/1964.

Martin Luther King , Jr. f President, Southern A\ 

Christian Leadership Conference, has advised that he will V\ 

bring 3,000 of his followers to Washington, D, C., in April, 

1968, to conduct a massive civil disobedience campaign in an 
effort to pressure Congress into passing legislation favorable 
to the Negro. King calls this the ’’Washington Spring Project” 

or the "Poor People's Campaign,"

On March 28, 1968, King led a march in Memphis, 

Tennessee, in support of the striking sanitation workers of 
that city. Shortly after the march started, a riot ensued 
and King fled down a side street and left the area. 

On March 29, 1968, King was in conference with his 
principal advisor, Stanley Levison, concerning the Memphis 
riot. King stated he was depressed by the riot and was 
considering calling off the "Washington Spring Project." 

Levison advised King to continue his plans concerning the 
Washington march. Levison emphasized that King can state 
that the Washington march will differ from the Memphis march 
since King will have organized the Washington march and. can 
stress the importance of nonviolence. &

This trip by the Reverend MARTIN LUTHER KING is to 
organize support for the poor people campaign to be held in 
Washington, D. C., on April 27, 1968. 

If the New Bern meeting is canceled by Reverend KING 
or the leadership there, KING will schedule a visit to Charlotte, 
North Carolina, on this same date. 

The March 26, 1968, edition of "The Charlotte Observer", 
a daily Charlotte, North Carolina, newspaper, contained a 
story which stated that MARTIN LUTHER KING and organized labor 
will support Dr. REGINALD A. HAWKINS, a Negro dentist from 
Charlotte, North Carolina, in his quest for the governorship of 
North Carolina. The story further relates HAWKINS and GOLDEN 
FRINKS, regional representative of the SCLC, announced Monday, 
March 25, 1968, that KING would make a one day tour of this state 
on April 4, 1968. He is scheduled to land in Charlotte around 
9 A.M. and then visit Durham, Greensboro, Rocky Mount and possibly 
New Bern before ending the trip with a dinner speech in Wilmington. 
FRINKS further stated . the newspaper article that if time 
permits, KING will visit Greenville, a slum area in Charlotte, 
before leaving for a ministers* conference. 

KING is then scheduled to have lunch in one of Durham's 
poverty areas and then, FRINKS said, hold a "mock trial of the 
power structure” as poor people bring in grievances on welfare 
and housing. 

KING is also scheduled to participate in a "Voter 
Registration march” at the election office in Rocky Mount and 
then go to Wilmington for a speech at the Williston High School 
auditorium.

The "Worker", an East Coast Communist newspaper, 
on page three, of its March 3, 1968, edition reported that 
tribute was paid to Dr. W.E.B. DuBois on the evening of 
February 23, 1968, at Carnegie Hall. The article explained 
this event was organized by Freedomways in celebration of the 
100th anniversary of the birth of DuBois whom it described as 
a "scholar, writer, teacher, organizer, and Communist". 
According to the article, Reverend KING delivered the address 
on this occasion. During his address, he stated "It is time 
to cease muting the fact that Dr. DuBois was a genius and chose 
to be a Communist. Our irrational obsessive anti-communism 
has led us into too many quagmires- 


B. Re Operation of SCLC 
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Special Agents of the FBI on April 25, 1967, 
observed Reverend KING accompanied by STANLEY LEVISON 
at 4:43 p. m. in the immediate vicinity of SCLC headquarters. 
Reverend KING and LEVISON entered an automobile parked 
nearby which Reverend KING immediately drove away. 

At 5:50 p.m., April 25, 1967, Special Agents of 
the FBI observed Reverend KING accompanied by STAN1EY 
LEVISON on the main concourse of the Atlanta Airport. 

LEVISON proceeded to Eastern Airlines Flight #114 which he 
boarded. This flight departed at 6:15 p.m. en route 
New York City. 
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Reverend KING and ANDREW J. YOUNG on February 18, 

1967, conferred with STANLEY LEVISON and CLEVELAND ROLJNSON, 
Treasurer, District 65, Retail, Wholesale, and Department Store 
Union, AFL-CIO, as to Reverend KING'S role in the Peace Movement 
Reverend KING pointed out he was desirous of assuming a firm 
stand against the war in Viet Nam and becoming a leader in the 
Peace Movement. He noted, however, that the Peace Movement 
was attracting support from students and "white liberals".

The Sunday February 26, 1967, issue of ’•Ihe New 
York Times" on page one published an article entitled, "Dr. 

King Advocates Quitting Vietham". This article revealed 
that Reverend KING, United States Senatoxs EUGENE J. MC CARTHY 
(Minnesota), GEORGE MC GOVERN (South Dakota), and ERNEST 
GRUENING (Alaska) participated in a conference entitled 
"National Priorty No. 1; Redirecting American Power", 
on February 25, 1967, at Beverly Hills, California, conducted 
by "The Nation" magazine. 

According to this article. Reverend KING delivered 
the main speech of the day and contended that the United 
States failure to submit its case against the North Vietnamese 
to the United Nations Security Council had "undermined the 
purpose of the UN, caused its effectiveness to atrophy, and 
placed our nation in the position of being morally and 
politically isolated". The United States activities in Viet 
Nam, Reverend KING said, amounted to "supporting a new form 
of colonialism covered up by certain niceties of complexities".

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Reverend KING further contended that the United 
States Should get out of Viet Nan and said "the prosises 
of the Great Society have been shot down on the battle 
field of Viet Nan. The pursuit of this widened war has 
narrowed domestic welfare prograss, waking the poor, white 
and Negroes, bear the heaviest burdens both at the front 
and at hose.

Reverend KING observed that the United Stat^sHCs 
willing to sake theNegro a 100 percent citizen in warfare 
but reduces his to 50 percent of a citizen on Anerican soil. 



In concluding his resarks, Reverend XING was 
reported to have consented that the United States is currently 
soving down a dead-end road that could lead to national disaster. 
He said, "It is tine for all people of conscience to call upon 
Aserica to return to her true hose of brotherhood and 
peaceful pursuits. Those of us who love peace sust organize as 
effectively as the war hawks.” He declared the United States 
still has a choice "nonviolent coexistence or violent co- 
annlbilatlon”. 


With reference to the sane conference, the "Atlanta 
Journal" on page three of Its final edition February 25, 1967, 
published an article datelined Los Angeles February 25, 1967, 
entitled "King Declares United States Actions Like Hitler". 
This article pointed out Reverend KING cospared the United 
States lnvolvenent in Viet Nan to HITLER'S rise to power in 
Germany and quoted his as follows: 

"There is grave irony in the fact HITLER could cose 
forth, following the nakedly aggressiveness, expansionist 
theories he revealed in 'Mein Kaspf' and do it all in the nase 
of peace." 
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On February 27, 1967, STANLEY LEVISON told Reverend 
KING that The New York Times H publicity on February 26, 1967, 
concerning his speech in Los Angeles the preceding day 
established his right to speak on Viet Nam. Also LEVISON told 
him that this conferace with the United States Senators was 
the proper place for him to express his anti-war sentiments. 




On March 27, 1967, Reverend KING and STANLEY LEVISON 
discussed the probability that Reverend KING’S current position 
regarding the Viet Nam war would adversely affect financial 
contributions to SCLC. They agreed to discuss this matter 
further on April 4, 1967, at a meeting to be held in New York 
City which would a

The "Atlanta Constitution", dally Atlanta newspaper, 
on April 5, 1967, published an article on page one entitled 
"King Calls United States Leader in Violence". The article, 
reflecting the byline of AUSTIN SCOTT, revealed that on April 4, 
1967, Reverend KING addressed a meeting of clergy and laymen 
concerned about Viet Nam held at Riverside Church, New York 
City.

Today he led the mass inarch in .an* automobile at the head of 
the line. Negroes began shouting "black power" and trouble 
began. King, apparently unable or unwilling to control the 
marchers, absented himself from the scene; window breaking and 
looting broke out. 

Police officers were forced to use gas to break up 
the march and to control the crowd. It was necessary to 
activate the National Guard. Martin Luther King claims his 
much-heralded march on Washington, scheduled for April 22, 
1963, will also be "nonviolent." Ke says he has persuaded 
militant black nationalists to abandon violent extremism in 
Washington, D. C., during the march.

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, learned on March 23> 1968, that on 
that date William Rutherford, (Executive Director, Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference) (SCLC) was in contact with 
Stanley Levison. Levison told Rutherford that the question 
of finances is of concern to him and Rutherford agreed that 
they do not have the income to match their needs. He 
explained that as regards regular operations they have no 
problem but that their traveling bills are now double and

30 individuals responded. 
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Source stated that the crowd responding to King's 
meeting was small In comparison to those In the past that King 
and his associates had drawn, nor did King receive an 
overwhelming support for his proposed project.

Church, 517 Jefferson Street, Laurel, Mississippi, at approxi¬ 
mately 10:00 p.m. on March 19, 1968, and delivered a 10 to 15 
minute inspiring talk concerning the Washington Spring Project. 
King pointed out that the grandparents and parents of 
those present worked for nothing and as a result the 
present generation of Negroes have little or nothing. King 
warned that the grandchildren of those present will also have 
nothing if the Negro fails to act today and demand his God 
given and constitutional rights. He strongly encouraged the 
local Negro to rise up and join the Washington Spring Project. 
King explained that the purpose of the Washington Spring Project 
was to emphasize to the world that the American Negro, though 
he is an American citizen, he is not receiving the constitutional 
rights which are supposedly guaranteed to all American citizens 
but in reality are given only to American white citizens. 

Source advised that the Church was crowded with 
approximately 300 persons and some 100 to 150 left before 
King's arrival as he was approximately three hours late 
arriving in Laurel.

On April 27 or 28. 1968. the "Beachhead Troops", 
people from all over Mississippi, trill arrive in Jackson for 
a major mass meeting. They trill then march through downtown 
Jackson and board buses provided by SCLC and trill leave en route 
to Birmingham. Alabama. At Birmingham they trill meet a group 
who had just completed a mass meeting and march through 
Birmingham and will proceed on to Atlanta. Georgia; Columbia. 
South Carolina; Durham. North Carolina; Richmond. Virginia; 
and trill meet at a staging point at Alexandria, Virginia. 

At the same time groups will have departed from Boston, Detroit, 
Chicago, and Philadelphia, to staging points around Baltimore, 
Maryland. They expect to have a total of 3,000 people in 
this group who trill stay in Washington for at least two weeks. 
Then they trill be replaced by a second group and this trill 
continue until enough pressure has been applied that Congress 
takes appropriate action. They trill build a "City of Hope, 
a shantytown", in Washington, D.C., to house and feed all 
participants. They trill stay in Washington by continuing to 
send waves of people until the Democratic Convention. 

Abernathy and King spoke briefly and echoed same 
sentiments as Williams. King said professional groups, 
professional people, and industrialists throughout the 
country are being contacted for donations for this project. 

He did not comment on how much has been received.
